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Regarding claims 15, 31, 25, and 41, argument is not persuasive. Vu discloses secure and normal mode. When the processor enters to 
a secure mode no other application or data is available and/or when a secure mode exits and enters to normal mode, secure memory 
area are not visible or accessible to normal mode operation (page 5 col. 24-69). 

Regarding claims 25 and 41, argument is not persuasive. Vu discloses plurality of applications/documents as mentioned above. In 
addition, Vu's method is used for protecting contents/applications sent over public network (see, col. 1 lines 1 1-29, and col. 2 lines 19- 
20). When a user chooses to instantiate an application, the processor is initialized to a secure mode, encrypted cryptography key is 
accessed and application is authenticated (col. 4 lines 12-39 and col, 5 lines 25-47). Therefore claims 15-16, 20-27, 31-32, and 36-43 
stand rejected. 
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
